Princess’s.—The announcement of a new opera, by Mr. Balfe, at- 
tracted a brilliant audience to this house last night. It is entitled The 
Castle of Aymon; or,the Four Brothers, and the libvetto has been adapted 
from the French authors, Leuven and Brunswick, who will not gain much 
fame for either originality or ingenuity in the construction of the story. 
The music, however, amply makes up for this deficiency ; it is universally 
pleasing, often effective, and decidedly original. The opera commences 
at the Castle of Aymon, where an old steward, Ivon, (Mr. Leffier) is 
anxiously waiting the return home of his four young masters, Olivier, 
Allard, Richard, ard Renaud, (Messrs. Allen, C.Horn, Hime, and 
Mattacks). It has been commanded by their father, on his death bed, 
that they should go forth into the world and travel a whole year previous 
to their dividing his bequeathed wealth, which is enclosed in a large chest. 
The year having expired they arrive home to divide their wealth—the 
chest is broken open—when, to their surprise, instead of heaps of gold 
they merely find a paper, written by their father, in which he states 
that he ordered them to travel for a year that they might be used to priva- 
tions, and bear with fortitude the confession of his having nothing 
to bequeath to them but the old Castle of Aymon. Having overcome 
this unwelcome news, they vow eternal fidelity to i. other, and the 
old steward goes out in search of a breakfast for #is young masters, 
there not being a morsel of food in the castle. Olivier relates to his 
brothers that,exhausted with travel,he demanded hospitality at a neighbour- 
ing castle, Baron de Beaumanoir’s, (Mr. Walton),—that he was repulsed, 
but eventually was admitted by the Baron’s fair daughter, Hermine, (Miss 
Helen Condell), by whom he was feasted to his heart’s content, both with 
love and venison. Each of the other brothers then relates that he has 
also met a fair damsel on his way home, and has given, as a token of 
love, his signet ring. The steward having provided the breakfast, 
the youths are about to partake of it, when the baron arrives at the castle 
under the plea of soliciting refreshment, but the real object,being to ascer- 
tain the amount of the treasures left by the late Baron. He is 
favoured by the old steward with a catalogue of vast treasures, the 
whole of which he tells him devolves on one youth, the other three hav- 
ing died abroad. The avaricious Baron determines to wed his daughter 
to this immense treasure, and she is introduced to Olivier, who im- 
mediately recognizes in her the lady by whom he was treated so kindly, 
and is instantly accepted by him. He goes to the bridal at the Castle of 
Baron Beaumanoir, attended by his brothers, who enact the parts of 
officers of his household. There is now but one obstacle to Olivier’s hap- 
piness ; it is that his bride has three fair cousins, who are doomed by their 
uncle to a convent, that he may enjoy their property, and for whom she 
has vowed to find husbands ere she herself marries. This she manages 
by giving assignations separately to the three remaining brothers, This 
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assignation they all attend. Inthe dark, the lady palms off her three 
cousins upon the expectant lovers, and they’are all married. The Baron 
is completely mystified, and the wedding of Olivier with his daughter, 
restores the fallen fortunes of the four brothers. The opera was received 
with rapturous applause throughout. Miss Helen Condell made her 
début here as Hermine, and was decidedly successful ; her voice is very 
pleasing, and her taste correct. She was well received, and was called 
before the curtain at the end of the opera. Allen sung splendidly.
